Report  of  the  School  Board 


There  have  been  four  schools  maintained  in  town  the  past  year 
with  three  terms  each  of  eleven,  twelve  and  eight  weeks,  respect- 
ively, viz :  Parker  Hill,  Clough  Hill,  Tinkerville  and  Pond,  and 
one  term  of  eight  weeks  on  Moulton  Hill.  Aggregate  number  of 
weeks,  132.  The  same  form  of  management  was  adopted  as  for 
several  years  past,  with  satisfactory  results.  The  children  have 
had,  as  far  as  possible,  equal  advantages,  and  a  neglect  to  secure 
the  benefits  is  not  so  much  a  punishment  to  the  school  faculty  as  a 
gross  injustice  to  the  child.
